IN CANADA'S PARKS 


———————— 


Returns from the creel census being con- 
ducted in Banff, Jasper, Waterton Lakes and 
Prince Albert National Parks . indicate fish- 
ing is good in the national parks. In each of 
these parks every angler is provided with a 
creel census card, on which he is asked to 
enter his name and address, the date, name 
of lake or stream fished, species of fish 
caught, their number and AE hours spent 
fishing, type of lure and met od used. The 
object of the census is to enable the limnology 
staff of the Department of Mines and 
Resources, Ottawa, 'to record any change in 
fishing conditions, and, besides assisting in 
this important phase of fish culture, the 
angler has the satisfaction of having his 
triumphs go on official record. 

Park waters offer a wide variety of fishing. 
In the western mountain parks there are no 
less than six species of game fish, The 
rainbow, cutthroat and speckled trout are, 
perhaps, those most highly prized by the 
anglers, but the great lake trout, Dolly 
Varden, and brown trout add variety and 
interest to the creel. , 

In the parks in the prairie region the fish 
most frequently taken are the lake trout, pike 
and pickerel. Excellent fishing has been 
reported from Lake Waskesiu, Prince Albert 
National Park, all of which has been thrown 
open to fishing this year. The principal fish 
taken here at present is the pike or jackfish. 
but within the next few years the small 
mouth black bass recently introduced into the 
lake is expected to make up an increasingly 
lar percentage of the catch. Rainbow trout 
are being planted in Clear Lake, in Riding 
Mountain National Park. 

In the East, the battling maskinonge and 
gamey:+ bass are very much in evidence in 
national park areas in Ontario. and on the 
Atlantic Coast brook trout and lordly salmon 
abound in Cape Breton Highlands National 
Park. Off the eastern shore of Cape Breton 
swordfish attract deep-sea fishermen. In 
Prince Edward Island National Park ‘several 
small lakes and streams afford excellent 
opportunities for brook trout angling.

ANTI-AIRCRAFT SHELLS 


Almost every British pilot who returns 
from a raid makes some reference to “ Flak '' 
in his report. 

‘Flak ” is, in fact, what used to be called 
in the last war '' Archie,’’ or anti-aircraft 
fire. 

The name comes from the German initials— 
Fl.A.K.—‘‘ Flieger Abwehr Kanone ’’—or the 
gun that drives off raiders. 
In these days of highflying and mass raids, 
anti-aircraft gunnery is a more complicated 
and varied business that it was in the last 
war, and the ‘‘ Flak ” intelligence experts at 
the Air Ministry have recently issued for the 
information of those concerned a ‘‘ Strangers’ 
Guide to ‘Flak.’’’ This guide shows, in 
convenient and readily grasped form, the 
range, calibre, weight and type of shell, and 
rate of fire. 

There are two principal kinds of “ Flak,” 
light and heavy. 
ight ‘‘Flak” fire tracer shells, which 
burst on impact and have self-destroying 
detonators. That is to say, they explode in 
the air, even if they miss the target, and, 
therefore, cannot fall back and explode on 
the ground. . 

Heavy ‘‘ Flak” do not fire tracers. They 
fire time-fused. shells, and range from the 
15-rounds-a-minute 75mm, guns, throwing 
shells to 20,000ft., to the 105mm. guns, 
firing 10 thirty-two pounder shells a 
minute to 30,000ft. 

The method of fire-control differs between 
light and heavy “ Flak.”

‘DRIVERS 


Dublin Courses in 
Engineering 
By HAROLD C. BROWN 


OW that sunimer has gone there is no 
better way of employing the long, dark 
ev than in the accumulation of 

knowledge. me drivers might cate to 
learn how their cats work. It is possible, I 
admit, to get a great’ deal of information 
from » but lectures and demonstrations 
with soméone ready to clear up the points of 
doubt that may arise, are more satisfac 
for those who are starting out with rather a 
limited amount of experience of the insides 
of their machines. 

As readers of these notes must be aware, 
I am a product of the old motor cyclin 
school. While not a person with a mechanic 
bent, I used to take down the engine cf one 
of my first motor en evéry four or five 
weeks, just to gain familiarity with its parts 
and speed in the assembling of them. Having 
become old and lazy, it never would occur to 
me to interfere with the mechanism of my 
_car, and this has made me undertsand why 
there are so many drivers with not the 
faintest idea ahout how and why the wheels 
gó round, | . 

When I was a motor cyclist. I could not 
tinderstand it at all. 


The Fun of Knowing 


may be understandable, it is not com- 
mendable. I am not going to make the 
case that motorists with knowledge of their 
cars are going to fare better when a roadside 
breakdown occurs; for modern cars Are ao ré- 
liable and garages so numerous that break- 
down difficulties are very, very rare. My 
argument is that they will get increased 
pleasuge owt of their motoring by knowing 
what is happening underneath the bonnet, 
that they will not be disorganised when some 
simple trouble arises, and that they will treat 
their cars with greater understanding, there- 
by helping to keep mechanical troubles at 
bay and adding to the lives of their cars. 
All this, needless to say, is leading some- 
where. My object is to draw attention to 
the drivers’ classes in connection with the 
motor car engineering sections of the Rings- 
end and Bolton -Street Technical Schools, 
Dublin. My friend, Mr. W. D. Pile, 
A.M.I.M.E., M.I.A.E., once persuaded me to 
take a course at Bolton street that was 
designed for works managers of motoring 
firms. It was so technical that I used to 
sit in a sort of daze, but I still have the 
book in which I took down a series of notes 
that I vaguely understood at the time, 
These motor drivers’ classes are different, 
The lectures at Ringsend will. deal with 
the chassis and its parts; single and multi- 
cylinder engines, their construction and 
ation. Fuel supply systems will be con- 
sidered, various types of carburetters and 
the exhaust system. Lectures will be given 
ion radiators, circulation pumps, fans, power 
transmission, clutches, and  gear-change 
mechanism. Rear axles, their casings, pro- 
peller shafts, and universal joints, drive 
shafts, brakes, steering, and all the other 
important parts of chassis and engines will 
be dealt with, and, at the end of the course, 
those attending it should know plenty about 
their vehicles. 


Further Information 


HE Bolton street class is much the same, 
as far as I can judge from the 
syllabuses. It also includes ‘‘ detection 

and correction of simple faults; discussion of 
the essential elementary electrical principles 
of coil and magneto ignition and the con- 
struction and care of lead-acid batteries.’’ 
Whether the aspirant for knowledge goes 
to Ringsend or Bolton street probably will 
be decided by his place of residence. Both 
are right off the beaten track. Bolton street 
is, more or less, a continuation of Capel 
street towards the north, and Cambridge 
road, where the Ringsend ‘‘Tech.”’ is situated 
leads from Thorncastle street (Ringsend 
Chapel, roughly) to the Pigeonhouse road 
(South Wall). 

At Bolton street the class for motor car 
drivers is on Friday nights, the teacher being 
Mr. G. R. Smith, M.A. At Ringsend there 
are owner-driver engineering classes on Mon- 
day (Mr. 8.

All these classes 
are from 7.30 till 9.30 p.m. The fee is 
7s.

In addition to the owner-driver classes, 
both schools have extensive motor car en- 
gineering courses for mechanics and trade 
apprentices, and at Bolton street there is an 
afternoon motor car driving course, the fee 
for this being £2.

PROTEST AGAINST WAGES 
BOARD DECISION

The low prices for farm produce and the 
increased wages fixed by the Agricultural 
Wages Board iorm the subject of a strong 
resolution of protest passed by Omagh Rural 
Council on Saturday, demanding that the 
Northern Government rescind the order which 
is to come into effect on October 7th, increas- 
ing farm labourers’ wages to Hs. ód. per 
week in County Tyrone. The resolution con- 
tinued: ‘‘ We call upon the members of the 
farming community to refuse to pay this in- 
crease until such time as prices for pigs, fat 
cattle, sheep, oats and potatoes are restored 
to their former level. We are of the opinion 
that should this high wage be permitted to 
remain farmers will be forced out of busi- 
ness.’’ The resolution further expressed ap- 
proval of the action of Mr. John D. Wat- 
son, J.P., in resigning his membership of 
the Agricultural Wages Board as a protest 
against the treatment of the farmers, and 
congratulated Mr. Watson on his courage in 
taking this step. 

Mr. W. F. Porter, who moved the resolu- 
tion, said that no farmer would be able to 
pay the wages fixed by the Agricultural 

ages Board, having regard to the very low 
prices of farm produce. The only action 
farmers could take was to down tools if the 
present regulations were persisted in.

Continuing their attacks on Britain, 
large formations of German ’planes crossed 
the south-east c-ast yesterday morning, 
but so deadly were the ground and air 
defences, says a Press Association corre- 
spondent, that within a few minutes the 
raiders were turned back. 

After Sunday’s severe losses, the corre- 
spondent states, the raiders used new 
tactics. While one formation of nine 
Dorniers was packed so tightly together 
that their wing tips seemed to be touch- 
ing, the remaining bombing forces were 
spread out in groups of three. 

As they touched the coast they were met 
by deadly accurate anti-aircraft fire, and 
the bombers could be seen twisting and 
turning to avoid the bursting shells. 

A little further inland British fighters 
broke up the formation, and soon the main 
hombing force was flying back across the 
Channel. 

There was little air activity over 
England during the day, although London 
had four air raid alarms in daylight. 


LONDON’S FIFTH ALARM 


A fifth alarm was sounded in London 
at 8.10 p.m., and anti-aircraft guns began 
to fire immediately after it sounded. Soon 
the drone of German ’planes could be 
heard approaching the ‘capital, and the 
barrage was intensified as they came over 
Central London. 

For the first hour of the German raids 
over London last night the fire from the 
anti-aircraft guns was almost continuous. 
Shortly before midnight German ’planes 
dropped bombs over London, and other 
raiders were reported in the Midlands, the 
North, East and South-east England. 


THE KING’S DRIVE 


During yesterday, while an air raid 
warning was sounding, the King drove 
from Buckingham Palace to pay a visit to 
the Admiralty. He was conducted to the 
Wardroom, where he saw plans and charts, 
and read the latest wireless reports from 
the Fleet and discussed the general naval 
position.

SUNDAY NIGHT'S 
CASUALTIES 


The British Air Ministry and Ministry 
of Home Security, in a communiqué 
issued last night, stated that: 

“ Reports so far received of casualties 
caused during last (Sunday) night’s 
attacks on London were a little greater 
than on recent nights, but much less than 
on the occasion of the first attacks on 
the capital. 

‘“Outside London casualties were few, 
but some were fatal. 

“Two enemy bombers were shot down 
during the night.”’ 


HOSPITALS DAMAGED 


A London message states that in the 
course of Sunday night’s raids over the 
city three hospitals were damaged and 
throughout the country bombs fell in 
many rural areas. Some damage was done 
to places in the South-east and South- 
west of the country. London’s ground de- 
fences continued their intensive barrage. 


NORTH-WEST COAST 


Intense anti-aircraft fire caused German 
raiders over the North-west coast on 
Sunday night and early yesterday morn- 
ing to drop their bombs at random, says 
the Press Association. Bombers were over 
the district at frequent intervals, and they 
dropped a number of high explosives. 
There were some casualties, four of which 
were fatal.

For Londoners and people in the south- 
east who watched them the raids resolved 
themselves into a series of dog fights.

STEAMER CREW’S FEAT 


A London steamer, the Port Aukland, 
while sailing down the Thames on Sunday, 
brought down a German bomber.

SHOWS HERD IS 
INCREASING - 


. ———— 


With a fawn increase of 1,486 head, the 
largest yet recorded, Canada’s main reindeer 
herd now comprises more than 5,000 animals 
according to wireless reports of the annual 
round-up received by the Department of 
Mines and Resources, Ottawa. ach year 
since the original herd of 2,370 was delivered 
from Alaska in 1935, a gradual increase has 
been recorded in the number of fawns born. 
This year’s round-up was completed in four 
days, the entire herd being put through the 
corrals, examined, count and classified. 
Animals surplus to the requirements of the 
herd were selected for slaughter later in the 
year when the meat is prime The annual 
round-up of the Government herd on the Rein- 
deer Reserve is staged on the summer range 
on Richards Island, a short distance off the 
Arctic Coast. 

A secondary reindeer herd under Govern- 
ment supervision is located in the vicinity of 
Anderson River, about 150 miles east of the 
Reindeer Reserve. This smaller- herd was 
started in December, 1938, when about 950 
deer were separated from the main herd and 
placed under native management with a Go- 
vernment supervisor. Because of the absence 
of regular corralling facilities a round-up of 
the native herd is not made: on a scheduled 
date, but when a favourable opportunity 
occurs temporary barriers are erected and the 
animals are then counted and marked. The 
first Tg of the native herd was held in 
August, 1959, when the animals numbered 
about 1,200, and with the fawn increase in 
1940 it is estimated that this herd now com- 
prises approximately 1,600 head. 

Arrangements are being made to establish a 


second native herd in the Horton River area, 
about 100 miles east of the first native herd. 
These animals will be separated from the 
main herd in November, and will be herded 
overland to their new range, when under Go- 
vernment supervision they will be entrusted 
to native management. The establishment of 
this second native herd is another step in 
Canada’s plan to establish reindeer rartthing 
among the Eskimo population.. &

Mr, R. J. McLoughlin, K.C., who, with 
Mr. G. D. Murnaghan (instructed by Mr. 
D. O’Donovan, Chief State Solicitor’s office), 
prosecuted, said that the charges arose out 
of a raid which had been made by detectives 
on 29 Lansdowne Park, Dublin, shortly after 
7 o'clock on the morning of August 22. The 
door was opened by Margaret Murray and 
the detectives carried out a quick search of 
the premises. In a bedroom occupied by the 
two men was found an attache case contain- 
ing a complete No. 9 grenade, another 
similar grenade incomplete, a stick of gelig- 
nite, seven electric detonators and a magnetic 
compass. The men, who were partly dressed 
when the officers entered the room, both 
accepted responsibility for the case and its 
contents. Also found in the room was a parcel 
containing copies of publications and leaflets 
and a Gestetner printing outfit. When the 
officers entered a front bedroom occupied by 
the two women they found Ellen Mary 
Keane, alias Ellen Mary Coll, in bed. 


SEARCH DESCRIBED 


Subsequently a thorough search of the 
premises was made, and in the sittingroom 
were found pamphlets, leaflets, documents 
and other printed matter reiating to training 
in the use of arms manceuvres of a military 
nature, scouting, and the use and handling 
of expiu-ives and fuses, 

Under the kitchen stairs, concealed under a 
loose board, was found a Lewis gun, complete, 
with the exception of two small parts—the 
cocking handle and the body-locking pin. 
Later those two parts were found wrapped 
up in tissue paper in a woman’s handbag, 
the contents of which would appear to show 
that it was the property of Mrs. Keane. Five 
rounds of revolver ammunition were found 
in another eite ass — ~~ 
apparently, the property of Mrs. Keane. in 
the k hadebont which had been occupied by the 
two women, between the two mattresses of 
the bed was found a Smith and Wesson 
revolver, loaded in five chambers, and close 
to it eleven rounds of .45 ammunition. A 
Lee-Enfield rifle, wrapped in sacking, was 
also found under the kitchen stairs. As well 
as these arms and ammunition the detective 
officers found an alarm clock wired in such 
a manner that it could be used as part of a 
time bomb. 


CONTENTS OF DOCUMENTS 


Some of the documents found were headed 
“ General Headquarters, Dublin,” together 
with the name of a certain unlawful organisa- 
tion, and dated “ July, 1940.” “They dealt 
with instructions for the formation of 
engineering and scouting units, and the use 
of fuses. One of them was headed ‘‘ Observa- 
tion for Strategy and Tactics.’’ The other 
documents were of a political nature, and 
clearly indicated by their presence in the 
house in such great numbers that these 
premises were, at the time of the raid, and 
presumably for some time before that, being 
used as a publicity department of that 
unlawful organisation, and also as a sort cf 

rinting office, which sent out, to what wexe 

escribed as units, instructions of a military 
nature. 

From the documents found it was clear that 
these units were part of an organisation which 
was clearly intended to obstruct by force of 
arms the carrying on of the present Govern- 
ment, of this State. 

A firearms expert would tell the court that 
one of the grenades found was clearly of a 
kind capable of being taken apart and used 
for demonstration purposes.

One bundle 
contained a butt of a Lewis gun and the 
butt of a rifle, and in the second bundle was 
the barrel of a Lewis gun and the barrel of 
a rifle. He also found two pans for the 
Lewis gun, one with 46 rounds of ammuni- 
tion and the other empty.

A former Lewis gun instructor said that 
the Lewis gun, when all the parts which had 
been discovered had been fitted to it, was 
capable of being used.
